Council voted to approve the request of Mallette Properties, LLC for a variance of the Sign
Ordinance of the City of Ringgold concerning the height and square footage of a ground sign. The
property is located at Tax Map 54, Parcel 5.

Council voted to approve the request of LJ Investment Holdings, LLC to subdivide the property
into 2 lots and a variance(s) of the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Ringgold concerning minimum
street frontage and minimum lot size of a property zoned R-3. The property is located at Tax Map
R6, Parcel 7-A.
